With the Report of 


Does Not Advocate Anything to Solve 
Problems For Immediate Future--- 
Takes No Notice of Many Sugges- 
tions Made During Enquiry 


To th Editor, Review, Redcliff: 

We have now had time to thoroughly go into the Board’s repo't, and tc 
consider the various points brought out which are considered to be of the most 
importance for the future well-being of this south rn coud ry. —LYisappoint- 
ment has been freely expressed by the fa~mers at some of the conclusions ar- 
rived at, especially that the report docs not appear to advocate anything to 
meet the immediate future of the situation, and has not mentioned many (hings 
that were presented by those giving evidenc>. Perhaps it is just as well to 
consider how the Dominion government allowed this land to be taken up in the 
first place. In 1906 and 1907, when this land was being taken up. to any ex- 
tent by the éettlers, the ranche s pointed out that this country was only fit fo 
ranching, but despite the-knowledge the’ Dominion government had of this 
country that it was subject to droughts, the government agents boosted it, and 
with posters of various descriptions and circulars giving glowing accounts of 
this great western country with illust ations of beautiful farms, fine dwellings, 
and barns which were non-existent. These were s nt out by the Minister of 
the In‘érior all over the world (I received them in South Africa), and anyone 
wanting a picce of mother earth on whi h to establish a home, was natu ally 
interested, and many thousands came to the country in consequence. No men-

No. 5—Cheaper Transportation | 
In preceding articles in this series Canada’s need of a larger population, 
of a return of-agricultural prosperity, of world markets for its producfs, and 
of a greater employment of Canadian raw materials in home manufactures 


and domestic use has been pointed out and emphasized. As one means of 
bringing about the realization of all these improvements in our national life, 
possibly too great stress cannot be laid upon the question which forms the 
Subject matter of this article, namely, cheaper fransportation. B 

During the war years, and for a time following the Armisticé, there was 
gteady and rapid advances in rates charged by the railways of the country 
both for the carriage of passengers and freight. Rates went up by leaps 
and bounds until they far surpassed anything known previous to 1914. No 
doubt advances were inevitable and necessary under the unprecedented con- 
ditions created by the war and the financial and commercial :upheavel follow- 
ing those years of destruction. But the culminative effect has been to place 
Buch a heayy burden upon production ahd business as to constitute a handi- 
cap under which all industry now languishes. 

The burden of excessively high transportation costs must now be remov- 
ed as a first and necessary. step to a resumption of that activity throughout 
the whole business world which is essential to a return of prosperity and 
plenty of employment for all. ‘ 

While war-time high prices for labor and all commodities prevailed, bus!- 
mess could carry the burden of high transportation charges Two dollars a 
bushel wheat could bear a heavy freight rate and yet leave a profit to the 
farmer, but wheat which realizes a dollar a bushel or less cannot pay the 
game price as two dollar wlieat and still leave a margin of profit to the 
grower. And what is true of wheat is equally true in the case of livestock 
end of all articles of commerce. Yet while the prices of all articles produc- 
ed by the farmer have enormously decreased, there has been practically no 


decrease in the charges he has to pay to get his products to market, nor on ; 


the necessities of life which he must buy. 

The result is that the prevailing high transportation charges are throt- 
tling business and ruining the producers of the country. | Inevitably and ulti- 
mately the railways themselves must suffer. If production continues unpro- | 
fitable it will cease, or at all events be largely decreased. Decreased pro-

The New York Independent récently 
published an account of what is call- 
ed 1 “Pocket™Gargen” taken to the 
Arctic seas. “When the MacMillan 
expedition packed up its goods and 
chattels a short time. ago.and depart- 
ed fer Baffin Land and the Frozen 
North on a voyage of scientific explor- 
ation, it carried along the first fresh 
fruits and vegetables ever to pene- 
trate to that barren country,” says 
The Independent. “Fresh spinach 
and green corn, new rhubarb in the 
stalk for rhubarb pies, and raw cab- 
bage for salad were included. Can 
you imagine te scene? A midsum- 
mer dinner in the midst of icelocked 
fields and a group of fur-wrapped Bs- 
ailimaux to wonder and comment on 
the strange delicacies of the white 
man's table!, Fresh food, months af- 
tér it has been pulled from the gar- 
den and eaten ‘still’ fresh in a land 
where no vegetation of any sort is 
found! -How is it. accomplished? 
Every bit of it has been wrapped up 
simply in paper bags and stowed away 
with no greater precautions than the 
blankets or other luggage. Yet suf- 
ficient food has been carried along in 
this form to last each member of the 
party five months.” 


According to The Independent, this 
“Pocket Garden” was made possible 
by a pew process of dehydration, 
which gets rid of the water in fruits 
and vegetables without destroying the 
original flavor, so that by placing 
them in water for a few hours, they 
are restored to a condition of fresh- 
ness, This process is designed not for 
dehydration on a large scale in factor- 
les, but for use on farms and in 
homes, so that the housewife, whether 
on the farm or in the town, can quick- 
ly and economically preserve fruits 
_and vegetables for winter use. 

Dehydrated fruit or evaporated 
fruit as it used to be called, has not 
been received very favorably by the 
public in the past, because processes 
were imperfect and the resulting pro- 
ducts unsatisfactory. Recent discov- 
erles by experts and the latest result- 
ing apparatus have now removed all 
objections, and demonstrations have 
been given at which those in attend- 
ance were unable to distinguish be- 
tween dishes prepared from the fresh 
and from the dehydrated and restored 
materials. : 

If a domestic dehydrator capable of 
dispelling the water from fruits and 
vegetables without destroying the fla’ 
or could be manufactured in Canada 
and sold at a price to bring it within 
the reach oY every housekeeper, it 
would considerably reduce the cost of 
living both by eliminating waste and 
by reducing the cost .of preserving 
fruits and vegetables in the house- 
hold. It would save the Cost of glass 
jars and other necessities of old-fas- 
-hioned canning. Dehydrated fruits 
can be safely kept in cardboard boxes 
such as are used for cereal foods or 
even in ordinary paper bags. How- 
ever, any housekeeper who has glass 


only because they take pride in their 
own work, but also because they know 
exactly the condition of the fruits and 
vegetables at the time they were pre- 
served, and although most of the can- 
ning factories exercise great care in 
the selection of fruits and vegetables, 
women will always have more confi- 
dence in their own selection and ex 
amination. A similar preference 
would no doubt be given to home de- 


hydrated food as compared with the! 


factory ‘product if it could be conven- 
iently dried at home in such a way 
as to preserve the original flavor, and 
packed in attractive pasteboard con- 
tainers properly labelled, 

There exists at the present time a 
good deal of prejudice against dehy- 
drated foods owing to the fact that in 
past methods of dehydration with hot 
air, or by long exposure to the sun 


and air, the outer cells of fruits, vege- | 


tables, meats and fish were destroyed 
and many of the essential oils -and 
flavors escaped before the water was 
expelled from the inner cells. How- 
ever, it is claimed that by a process 
which ‘slightly moistens the dry air 
with steam, wonderful results have 
been achieved in the preservation of 
fruits, vegetables, meats and fish. 


Health of Dairy Cattle 


Everything Depends Upon Proper Pre- 
cautions Against Infection

should interfere with maintenance of 
health. Without infection no dis- 
ease of an infectious nature, such as 
tuberculosis, ‘is possible.

have made Alberta their buying ground. In the spring of last yea: 
seven seed centres for the multiplication and distribution of pure 
seed were established in Alberta, and have proved satisfactory. Ir 
the irrigated districts of southern Alberta, gratifying success hat 
been achieved in the growing of seed, especially that of Alfalfa, of 
which the yield runs fourteen bushels to the acre.

Can a Government Undertaking 

Be a Business Success? 

The test of a private enterprise 
is the making of profits under 
competitive conditions. That test 
cannot be applied to government 
operations. A government rarely 
feels that it is under the obligation 
to make a profit from-the conduct 
of any of its enterprises. 

A private enterprise, even when 
operating a public utility like a rail- 
road, has the stimulus of ‘profit to 
spur it to a fruitful activity, byt if 
profits fail and losses occur through 
nisfortune or mismanagement it 
must bear its own burdens, It is 

enerally believed by business men 
that no undertaking run by govern- 
ment can stand the full test of pro. 
fit making and ad aa conservation 
of the plant. ‘Reports of profits 
from operations generally overluok 
depreciation, reserves, interest on 
capitat and an allowance frr the 
equivalent of the taxes paid by pri- 
vate undertakings.. From a_ stricr 
accounting view, most, if not al! 
government business undertakings 
operate at a loss and would be wiped 
out were-it not for the direct and 
‘indirect support of the public treas- 
ury. There may be circumstances 
in which such operation at a lose is 
justified by public interests, but it 
.s hard for a business man to con- 
ceive of such a system being gen- 
eralized without being reminded 
that the inhabitants of a certain is- 
land made a living by taking in one 
another’s washing. 

Government Interference Should 

; Limited 

The business man must always 
bear in mind that it is himself and 
iis fellow taxpavers who bear the 
burden cf experimentation in the 
field of government industry. If th 
assumption of government. contro 
were to take place progressively, as 
some enthusiasts -desire, the time 
might come when, with only a part 
of the nation’s industries national- 
ized, staggering burdens of taxatior 
would crush the profit out of all the 
rest. 

War's Effect on Business Structure 

For a time the necessities of gov- 
ernments during the Great ar 
seemed to upset all precedents. The 
governments of the belligerent pow- 
ers believed it to be necessary to 
take a large part in directing the 
economic activity of the people in 
the production and distribution of 
goods and in many cases to assume 
complete contro! of it. Those w 


_lin earlier years had argued for ex- 


tension of government intervention 
in business affairs found in these 
events a vindication of their posi 
tion. Those who had steadfastly in- 
sisted upon the eticianee of gov- 
ernment agencies in practical busi- 
ness affairs harbored the fear that 
so many steps had been taken to- 
ward government intervention that 
it might not be possible to retrace

Neither hope nor fear was justi- 
fied by the outcome. Both sides for- 
got that these were ' emergency 
measures likely to be abandoned 
when the n from which they 
were born ceased to exist. They 
overlooked the fact that this govern- 
ment action, though- intended to en- 
hance economic efficiency, gave that 
idea a very limited scope and con- 
centrated on the single purpose of 
winning the war, brushing aside all 
other considerations. They failed to 
rverceive that when peace came the 
ublie would no longer be impressed 
3 the mere fact that the govern- 
ment had done certain things, but 
would begin to inquire how well it 
had accomplished them. 

War Measures Tested by Business 

Standards : 

The fact is that these war meas- 
ores never were judged by ordinary 
business standards and ought not to 
have been so measu nto t 
standards the element of cost al- 
ways enters as a vital faetor. In 
the throes of war we did not al- 
ways have time to cuunt the costs.

The story of the Gadarene swine 
was attacked years ago by Professor 
Huxley; who said that it..could not 
be true because nowhere around the 
Lake of Galilee did the hills run di- 
rectly down to the water. But Dr. 
Schofield claimed that he had seen 
and photographed one steep place, the 
foot of which was actually in the 
water. 

How. Joab captured the Jebusite 
stronghold of Zion in the time of 
David, wag explained by a recent dis- 
covery. This stronghold. had held 
out. for 400 years from the days of 

Joshua, and it was told that Joab got 
up by a gutter and took it. No one 
knew what this gutter was until one 
of our Royal Engineers, bathing in 
_ @ pool at the foot of the precipitous 

‘rock of the stronghold, discovered a 
- tunnel which led up through the. heart 
of th ck to the top of the hill. 

As to the story of the walls of Jeri- 
cho falling own after Joshua’s host 
had walked round it for seven days, 
he said the top of the old wall had 
been found in the ditch which form- 
erly surrounded the city out side the 
wall. Dr. Schofield’s explanation was 
that the walls, built only of sun-dried 
clay, were pushed outward by the 
pressure of people within the city 


rushing to learn the meaning of the’ 


mighty shout which the Israelites 
gave on the seventh day of their per- 
ambulation. 

A simple explanation of the drying 

up of the Jordan was afforded by the 
fact that a short distance above Jeri- 
cho the river debouches from a nar- 
how gorge where to this day theyre are 
frequent landslips which ‘temporarily 
block the riyér and leave the bed dry 
down to the Red Sea. 
_ Another question dealt with was: 
Where did Elijah get the water with 
which to flood the altar he built on 
Carmel when he confounded the 
priests of Baal? ‘The answer was, 
there was a spring of water on top 
of the mount, which had never been 
known to run dry in the memory of 
man.

The 
amount we purchase from the United 
States being too large results in de- 
preciation of the Canadian dollar 
there. We must equalize our pur- 
chases to the basis of what they buy 
from us, as only by that means can 
the adverse exchange be . adjusted. 
Another condition is that the ships of 


ithe Canadian Merchant Marine are at 


present returning from foreign ports 
with inadequate cargoes. It is not 
sufficient to load ships one way only. 
Return cargoes are necessary to the 
economical operation of ships. 

The countries to: which the Cana- 
dian Merchant Marine are operating— 
British West Indies, China, Belgium, 
France Britain and South American 
ports—offer opportunities for the pur- 
chase of many ‘commodities which 
Canada does not, or cannot, produce 
herself. We must not simply sell to 
these people—we must “trade” with 
them. 

The revision of our buying and sell- 
ing operations on this basis would re- 
sult in the advance of the Canadian 
dollar to par value in. the United 
States and have a most salutary effect 
on the financial condition of our na- 
tionally-owned railroads and ships by 
diverting to Canadian ports a much 
larger .proportion of the tonnage 
which for years has entered and left 
Canada through the seaports of the 
United States. 


What Warships Cost 


Enormous Burden Imposed on World 
For Upkeep of Armaments 

The -super-cruiser Hood, of the 
British navy, represents a capital ,cost 
of $30,000,000 and requires an annual 
outlay of nearly $3,000,000 for general 
maintenance. Her fuel and lubricant 
bill alone exceeds $600,000, When 
interest on cost is joined to upkeep, 
the figures are really staggering; and 
itis this tremendous drain on nation- 
al resources which makes disarma- 
ment. imperative. An example of 
the prodigious cost of armaments and 
defensive measures as a whole was 
afforded not long ago, when Senator 
Borah quoted figures to show that 
the aggregate expenditure by the 
United States on that account for the 
fiscal year ending March next would 
exceed by nearly $100,000,000 the rep- 
aration assessment of $775,600,000 per 
annum against Germany, and which it 
has been argued no nation could pos- 
sibly pay. If half the money being 
expended by the leading powers on 
their armies and navies could be sav- 
ed, the whole financial situation in 
Europe would be vitally changed. in 
ten years.

Dawson Wants Wireless Stations 


Claim Made Communication With 
North Country Not Sufficient 

Establishment of wireless stations 
at Stewart, Atlin and Alice Arm, B.C., 
and Dawson and Whitehorse in the 
Yukon, will be urged upon the govern- 
ment by Frederick Stork, Liberal 
member for -Skeena fiding, he an- 
nounced recently, 4 

In an interview, Mr. Stork stressed 
the need for better communication 
with the north country. He said the 
existing Yukon telegraph line is ‘in 
such bad shape that its complete re- 
building: of the line would be out of 
all proportion to the revenue’ to be 
derived from it. 

As the government now owns the 
Canadian National telegraph lines, 
Mr. Stork said he intended to press 
for the enlarging of Digby Island 
(Prince Rupert) wireless station and 
the establishment of wireless sta- 
tions in Northern British Columbia 
and the Yukon, 

This would not cost anything like 
the amount required to put the old 
line in order, he declared, and would 
ensure a service that would be in 
operation at all times and unaffected 
by. weather conditions. The present 
government line was built 25 years’ 
ago. 


New Swine Policy 
National System of Grading Hogs for 
Marketing Instituted 

The Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture is taking immediate action to 
give effect to the national swine policy 
outlined at the conference of produc- 
ers, packers and agricultural. officials; 
held at Ottawa last November, accord- 
ding to a statement issued by the de- 
partment. 

All hogs marketed at public stock- 
yards and abattoirs on and after May 
1 next, will be sold according to 
official grades in which a minimum 
premium of ten per cent. will be re- 
cognized for select bacon hogs. The 
grading will be performed under the 
direction of the Dominion livestock 
branch, according to standards ac- 
ceptable to producers and the trade. 

It is stated that an expert will 
make a special study of the bacon 


industry in relation to the expat 
trade, and of the requirements of 
Great) Britain in particular, A per- 


manent board of trade, consisting of 


/@ representative of the ‘packers, of 


the producers, and of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, is to be 
appointed to study the various prob- 
lems relating to the production and 
marketing of hogs and hog products, 
paying special attention to supply 
and demand in relation to prices in 
the home and foreign markets.
